with the breeding of his stock 
that can be asked, and it must be 
conceded that in his ability in that 
line he enjoys advantages over his 
competitors which cannot be easily 
measured. 

Still every breeder should be well 
posted. He should, in the first 
place, be intimately acquainted 
with all the general facts connect-, 
ed with the origin and - 
ment of the stock he breeds. He 
should know exactly what combin- 
ations produced it, and the effects 

uent upen combinations of 
the various strains of blood classed 
within the breed. He should know 
just what points of superiority to 
claim for his chosen stock, and be 
able to defend them when the 
grounds a which they rest are 
uéstioned. There are many other 
easential for him to know, 
ant ignorance of which is both em- 
barrassing to him and injurious to 
his business. And the more intel- 
ligence he possesses outside of the 
special lines in which he is inter- 
ested the better. The breeder, 
needs to be a broad and well-in- 
formed man.

This organization, like the Order 
of Unsited Workmen, Chosen 
Friends, etc., is a mutual benefit 
society, the cardinal idea being a 
policy of insurauce of $2,000 upon 
the life of each contributing mem- 
ber, payable at the death to the 
surviving widow orchildrep, The 
society originated some 15 years 
ago, in Louteville, Kentucky, aud 
now numbers abeut 170,000 mem- 
bers. Since its organization the 
society bas disbanded over $10,000,- 
000 in payment of death losses, of 
which Nevada has received its full 
share, two deaths in the order hav- 
ing occurred in Washoe county;

In both instances the 
widows received the full amount of 
the insurance, $2,000 each.

HEBREW BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


The Reno Hebrew Benevolent 
Society, with 20 members, was in- 
stituted August 10th, 1879. It was 
incorporated May 30th, 1884; hence 
can sue and be sued as well as any 
other corporate body. It is as its 
vame signifies, an institution, the 
purpose of which is charity towards 
the needy, charity for its own peo- 
ple being a characteristic of the 
Jewish people, and notable wher- 
ever in the world the members of 


this race are found. Regular 
monthly meetings are beld to carry 
out the objects of the society and to 
further the interests of the deserv- 
ing. Thereis no designated place 
for holding divine services, yet such 
are held yearly, on New Years and 
Day of Atonement. Jewish New 
Year occurs on the first day of the 
month of Tishri; Day of Atone- 
menton the tenth day of Tish ri. 
Th's year the former occurred ou 
the 19th day of September, the lat- 
teron the 28th instant. On these 
religious occasions services are usu- 
ally conducted by a professional 
reader from San Francisco. As 
this would necessitate an expense 
of about $150, this year, the funds 
being low, the services are con- 
ducted yoluntarily by E. Meyer and 
D. Lachman. The society has in 
the northern part of town a bury- 
ing ground. This is well fenced 
and well supplied witb water pipes, 
and generally well cared for. Since 
its organization, eight years ago, 
the society has had a total mem- 
bership of 40; its preseot member- 
ship is 12. The officers are D. 
Lachman, President; 8S. Jacobs, 
Vice-President; E. Meyer, Secre- 
tary and Thomas Barnett, Treas- 
urer.
